today. 


The preident regards that circum- 


stances in Peru are distinctly differ- 
ent from those- which . caused the 
withholding- of recognition from the 
Huerta 
government in Mexico. ''He 


let il be known that the process of 
setting up the new provisional gov- 
ernment in Peru was constitutional in 
every way according to official reports' 
here. He was advised that President 
Billinglnirst had abrogated 
the con- 
gress of Peru and was himself dis- 
charging the duties of his office uncon- 
stitutionally. Also the 
congress of 
1'eru, the supreme court and all the 
constitutional authorities in the coun- 
try have approved of the overthrow- 
of Billinghurst to that President Wil- 
son believes there was a clear consti- 
tutional process involved. 
President Wilson has not yet learn- 


ed all the details of the Haitien situ- 
ation and will await further develop- 
.ments before announcing the' policy 
of this government toward the new 
regime there. 
The president denied reports that 
South America looked with apprehen- 
sion at the 
administration's 
Latin- 
American policy. He emphasized his 
belief that he would discredit that 
policy.

Adverse Tariff Ruins 
Beet Industry 


In California, Causing Favorable 


CoMmerits on Democrats. . 


(By Winfleld Jones.) 
Washington, D. C.. Feb. 16.—The 
democratic tariff bill has absolutely 
ruined the beet sugar business in 
this country—an industry in which 
more than 1100,000,000 has been in- 
vested. 
The domestic beet sugar industry 
has not been able to survive the death 
blow dealt it by the democratic tar- 
iff. 
- The following editorial from 
the 
San Francisco Chronicle, the great- 
est newspaper on the Pacific coast, 
explains just what the democratic tar- 
iff, has done to the American sugar 
industry: 
"Regardless of the promises of the 
democrats that they would not injure 
any established American industry, 
sugar will cease to be produced in 
this country after next year, says the 
Chronicl-e. 
"Two factories in this state will not 
operate the coming season and have 
caused all land which they own to be 
sown to grain. The very large world 
crop of 1912-13 so reduced the mar- 
gin of profit in beet sugar that only 
cur most fortunate factories made 
any money in 1913, arid it is said that 
another la"rge crop is in sight. This 
would not of itself cause any factory 
in this state to close down, but with 
a certainty of closing after this year 
two of our factories have concluded 
to quit.. Tire others will continue in 
the hope that the free sSigar provi- 
sion will be repealed. With the cost 
of beet sugar from 50 to 75 cents 
above that of imported cane sugar— 
both refined—the continuance of beet 
sugar production is impossible. 
"The Louisiana cane sugar indus- 
try is also ruined and Hawaiian su§- 
ar companies have ceased paying divi- 
dens in order to be able to pay debts 
when the crash comes. 
"This is a veritable disaster.- Our 
beet suear industry has been one of 
the most potent factors in improving 
our 
methods of agriculture, now 
acknowledged to be a matter of state 
and national importance. It is only 
by the very best agricultural prac- 
tice that sugar beets can be raised-at 
all. 
On beet sugar land rotation of 
crops is imperative and the soil, af- 
ter beet culture, is in a condition for 
a maximum yield of other crops. The 
industry was growing rapidly in this 
state and its ruin is an agricultural 
calamity. 
• 
• 
More than that, it deprives thou- 
sands and thousands of farm laborers 
of work which they have been enjoy- 
ing and upon which they were count- 
ing. Concede that these have been 
largely" Asiatics, that condition was 
temporary. We are expecting a great 
influx of European laborers, who are 
accustomed to intensive cultivation of 
land, and the most promising outlook 
for them, and for iis, was. the .oppor- 
tunity to engage in sugar beet .cul- 
ture 
Indications were th'at within a 
decade • we should cease to;' import 
sugar and that domestic competition 
would reduce the price to the lowest 
possible' point: "Tlfe "effecT 6!. depriv- 
ing farm laborers of employment on 
such a scale must be to' add -to the 
congestion of our cities and the prob 
lem of unemployment. 
"It is possible that there are some 
•who will rejoice that "capitalists 
who have invested large sums in the 
sugar industry will lose their monev. 
Most neople, however, -will not think 
so 
There are thriving towns which 
have been built upon the location of 
sugar factories which are,in a way to 
stand idle with their costly machin- 
ery a total loss. 
"While the 
farmers can devote 
their land to other purposes there is 
no other purpose to which they can 
devote it and contract their crop at 
remunderative prices before it is 
planted. There are no other agricul- 
tural communities so uniformly-pros- 
perous as those which produce sugar 
beets.

dise, Government May Establish 


Preserve for Protection of 


Animals.

Panama, Feb. 14.—The coming of 
H. E. Anthony and George Shiras 
representing the American ^Museum: 
of Natural History in New York to 
hunt game m the Panama jungle with 
camera and gun brings to notice Col 
Goethals' ambition: to make the canal 
zone a large and safe'haven for beast 
and fowl as well as a gateway for 
commerce. While the bars will be 
let down for the present party ana 
probably for. all who, like Col. Tloose- 
velt, may come as "faunal natural- 
ists," Col. Goethals will carry 
out 
strictly as the zone's '-first civil gov- 
ernor what he has insisted upon dur- 
ing his engineering work—that -the 
canal shall'-be a game preserve. 
So strict have his orders been fol- 
lowed during the past few; .years that 
seldom has a gun.been heard 'on the 
isthmus .except, in certain brief open 
seasons and despite the noise 'and 
powder smoke of the canal-blasting, 
,wiia'fowl and isthmian, game of 'all 
kinds have greatly - increased, know- 
ing well'that they are practically safe 
from molestation. It is 'proba.ble. that 
the museum 'men will find as good if 
not bette"r specimens than would have 
been possible before the canal diggers 
began, work here. 


Game Paradise. 
Gatun Lake, which covers an area 
now of more than 120 square miles;.is 
the paradise for feathered game of all 
kinds. They are' coming to the lake :in 
great numbers'and each season'sees 
the' feathered tribes increase. Most 
of. th,ese. birds are attracted, by the 
fish with"which. ;the lake is filled. 
The shores and floating islands on, 
the lake abound in blue and white 
heron, the latter being the bird 'from 
which is obtained the'beautiful ai- 
grette now barred'frbm the "United 
States, by the new tariff act. Then- 
there are blue and white. cranes, cor- 
morants, pelicans and several species, 
of the rail family. An odd feature is 
the recent arrival of a'number of wild 
duck. They are beginning to come 
in , ever increasing numbers. 
Variety of Game. 
Out of the jungle there are many 
deer and the .number is on the in- 
crease in spite of the fact that they 
still are being hunted. They are not 
yet oh the taboo list. '. Tapir, or forest 
cattle as the- natives call them, also 
are numerous and are becoming quite 
tame. It has"been noted within the 
last few weeks .that the wild cat is 
also on the increase. Then there-are 
reported ..to be .many alligators :in 
Gatun Lake, in the Chagre and other 
smaller rivers. " ,

With the depopulation of the zone, 
which is well'unde'r way, there will be 
even less hunting and fishing "than 
there is now. Wtild fowl and game 
will be undisturbed "and probably will 
make of -the'.-.istljmus -a permanent 
ii.ome, and- hav:eiK-;^,,- ,-.-V i.v.,3 iw:

STUDY OF CHOCOLATE. 


The great excuse for_lack of train- 


ing along the lines of household econ- 
omics in our 
country and 
village 


schools is of course untrained teach- 
ers and lack of equipment. The first 
requisite will be «n interested teach- 
er. This training 
may come 
from 


reading, if is no other way, and it is 
indeed a poor school which has no fa- 
cilities for boiling water. The ideal 
instruction nowadays -is that which 
takes what the child knows and builds 
on and adds to that knowledge. What 
could be more interesting in connec- 
tion with the geography 'lesson when 
studying the countries where the ca- 
cao trei grows, to enlarge on that 
knowledge, for the language lesson or 
for writing; then at the noon hour 
make a pot of cocoa, teach the girls 
as well as the boys haw to make it 
well?
